THE WORLD AND ITS WAYS. 



On March 4th, Prealdont Tatt took 
the oath ot office In the Senate 
Chamber of the White Houae, at 
Waahlngtoa. The scene was very Ini- 
proBBlve, hut as a fierce hllzzard was 
raging at the time, only about 500 
persona witnessed It, Insteail of the 
tens of tliousamiH ihat are usually 
present oa. such occisK'onH. In |ila 
Inaugural [ixidrpf,!! the now President 
outlined the policy <jt liin adniliilKra- 
tlon. nefurrliig lo the refOfniH begun 
by his predecessor, directed lo (lie 
suppression of lawlossneas. anil abiise.s 
01 power of groat conihliiatlo.i;- of 
capital, he promised lo maintain, and 
enforce them, and endeavour lo make 
them lasting. Tlie President then 
Etated Hint an extra session of fon- 
Bresa would be eulled on March ir.tli, 
to deal with- the (piesifon of Tailff 
Hevlflion, so that an adequate ii.itloiial 
revenue could be Kecurnd, and the In- 
dustries ijroteeted. He then touched 
upon Inttmatloiial matters, and spoke 
pfrongly In favour ot au Jntiease In 
The Army and Navy, 

A Good Law, 

Germany baa a way of Its own in 
dealing with the elasu known as 
"wauters." The German law provldoM 
that If It can he proved that n man 
Is earning a sufficient wage lo support 
thoso dependent On lilm, but that ho 
Is dlBsl[)ating that wage by vicious 
bahltB, ho can be declared 3 minor, 
and he la treated as a child. His em- 
ployer is told that the wage must be 
paid, not to the man, but to a guard- 
Ian appointed by tho mnglslrnlle of 
tbe dlslrlet in which he llveB, who 
uses It for the support of the wife and 
children . In most other countries 
3 maa. might refuse to work If he did 
not pet hiB wagCB, In Germanv [he jit,. 
lice would see that he did his work, 
and thus bis wife, and children would 
not suffer. 



Wasted Dollars 

, cigarette smoking appears to be 
n^siimlng enormous proportlona and 
the jnnjiiifacturers now propose to 
ralae th-> price. It will not be more 
than a ■ ent or two a package, but, 
small a.f this Increase may appear. It 
will mern mlllloas of dollars to tbe 
consumers, 

Accoriing to tbe unofficial Govern- 
ment IlKures GC,402,330,113 cigarettes 
were ni,-intifni:tiirpd In the United 
States last year. 

In round nuinbers thlfl meana G.COO,- 
000,000 packages, ten cigarettes to a 
Iiackitge. An Increase of one cent a 
package for those consumed In this 
country, as well aa those exported, 
Woufd m an an additional tax ot ?55,- 
000,tlOU on the cigarette smokers. 

Tbis means that all that vast sum 
will annuaHy bo added *o the amount 
that now goes up In smoke. Money 
spent in thin way Ih worse than wast- 
ed, for clgaretto smoking is Injurious 
to all, physically, mentally and mornl- 
Jy. If the dollnrs expended on these 
nccureed weeds were devoted to the 
Bprcading of tho Qospcl how quickly 
tbo world could bo EvangcliBcd, 

Queer Frieade. 

Tho Licensed Victuallers' Aasocla- 
tJon Ih golsig to try nnd get the Que- 
bec Luglslntlon to pObb a law to make 
the legal hourg of opening saloons, to 
lie from aevon In the mortilng to one 
o'clock tho next morning ; Instead ot, 
es now, from six In tbo morn Hg to 
midnight ol the same day.

A Onlck Fassagf. 

The steamer 'Mnuretania" lias es- 
tablished anoiher Atlantic record by 
racing from New York lo Queen s- 
towj In the short Bp.ico of four days, 
twenty hours, and two nilnulci;. She 
sailed from New York on Feb. 2,'.th, 
passing the AmhroKo Channel IJgbt- 
ship at 8.43 a.m. The dlstanfe from 
this point to nauiifs Rock on the 
Irish Coast Is 2,!i3i miles, .nnd the 
ship maintained an average speed of 
2.'i.2R nautical miles per hour, passing 
the latter place at H.Ij a.m.. on 
Ma:ch H'nd. The best previous record 
for tlie East bound passage was made 
by (he "Mnuretaiila" on her last pre- 
vious trip, when she covered ilie (He- 
tance ill four days, tweniy hours and 
twenty-peven minutes, nt an average 
speed of ZS.BO nautical miles pi?r hour. 
Her hest dny'B run for the Eastward 
trip prior to this voyage was cn.i 
nautical miloB. but this record wdb 
broken when she covered COT miles 
from Friday noon to Saturday noon. 

The "Daylight Bill" Agats. 

The second readinc of the Dnvliglji 
Bill was carried In the BrlUsh House 
of CouiiiiuiiH, nil Mareh .'ah. i>y a vote 
of IHO to 1)4. This remarkable Bill, 
which nt fii'st called forth much ridi- 
cule Is MOW being Hupporled by mnnti- 
fncturerB, railway men, anil ianslnoss 
people of nil ciassen. 

It wafl first (iuggeaied in a jmrnrh- 
lef published in I-oii.iwi in Hint and 
the IdoaB. thureln, were einli3die<l in 
a bill whioh was inlrodueed in the 
House early t..i HI08. It provides that 
all elorks In tbe l.'nlled Kingdom 
shall, on a cpnaln d'Jv. lie iid.aneed 
80 minutes, theridiy giving lo husinesfi 
men an luimcdlate gnln of one hour 
o/inl twenty nilnute!i of daylight. 
Among otiier advantages claimed for 
It by its advocates are that It Kould 
benefit the ]ibys.ique In general and 
health, and welfare of the people. lea- 
Ben the UBC of saloons and reduce tbe 
expenditure of arliadal light, H is 
esppctpa *o linsn.

"Beloved, It our heart con- 
demn Ug not, then have we confidence 
towards God. And whateoever we ask, 
we receive of Him, because we keep 
His .commandmeata, and do those 
things that are pleasing In His slghi." 
(1 John ill. 21, 22.) 

Believe God, 

3rd, Unwavering faith in the ver- 
acity and faithfulness ot God. "But 
let blm ask in faith, nothing waver- 
ing; for he that wavereth la like a 
wave of tbe sea, driven with ihe 
wind and tossed. For let not that 
man think that he shall receive any- 
thing of the Lord." {James 1. 6, 7.) 

Of course there are many other 
passages ot similar bearing and ot

of the links Is broken; their own 
hearts condemn them; "then bare 
they (no) confidence toward God, and 
whatsoever they aak receive (mot) of ' 
Him, because they keep (not) His 
commandments, and do (not) those 
things that are pleasing In His sight." 
How CQn a man approach God In con- 
fidence, whQa he Is living in the dally 
practice of something for which his 
own heart condemns him? impossible! 
As soon might Satan offer effectual 
prayer, Betore that man can. truly 
approach to God, he must "c'eanse his 
hands," "purify hta heart," and "pot 
away bis Iniquity.'' 

No matter what our creed or opin- 
ion, Ood has made it a law ot oar 
epirltual heing, that without suhmls- 
sion and obedleace, there can be do 
confldence. Faith In Jesus is God's 
expedient for bringing us hack to 
obedience, and not for savlcg us tn 
disobedience. And ail the way throngh 
the New Testament He refascs to ac- 
cept any other proof of dleclpleshlp 
than that ot obedience.

DAY or two before our 
beloved l.,eader was due 
jjj, to start tor his streuu- 
iXSj ous and exceptionally In- 
f^ terestL'ng Campaign on 
the Scandinav'an Continent, a rei>re- 
sentatlve of the Drltiali "War Cry," in 
common with seveiai nieniherg of the 
London daily PreBs, was privileged to 
have an taterview, In which The Gen- 
eral, with fascinating touch an<l con- 
vincingly strong common sense, dwelt 
upon the more recent imd outslamllng 
events which affer.t The Army. 

Very naturally, one of the earliest 
loplcB dealt with was 'Vbe General's 
deHghtful reception by their Royal 
Highnesses the Priuce and Princess 
of Wales. Of this graffylng event, 
our Leader spoke in glowing terms; — 
"I was greatly impressed," he said, 
"with the interest which their Royal 
HighnRsses Ehov,'cd In tlie s'ns and 
sorrows of the poor. His Royal High- 
ness, whom I had not met before, was 
very agreeable and genial: There was 
no ceremony, and His Royal Highness 
seemed to a|)proacli me like a man 
and a brother. In the most friendly 
fashion. 

The Prince Interested. 

"I was imjiressed with bis eager- 
ness for information on every sub- 
]cct touched upon, and wilh bis inter- 
est Id the classes for whom The Sal- 
vation Army specially labours. He 
showed, too, a thorough appreciation 
of the dimculties which confront those 
who want to effect a permanent res- 
cue of the submerged. 

"Here I found His Royal Highness 
shared the general unbelief as tn the 
impossibility of the permanent rescue 
of (he worst types. But"— and there 
was a ring of confidence in the voice 
— "I waa able to report many in- 
staiaces ot permanent deliverance- 
One was that of the uon of un ollic^r 
lilgh in the King's service, who came 
lo us when he was on the po'nt of 
suicide, and is now quite restored and 
in bis right minil, 

"The PrlncCBs of Wales listened 
with the greatest Interest to all 1 had 
to say, aad 1 found that, while His 
Royal Highness was chiefly concerned 
in our methods of dealing with the 
unemployed, the Princess cared most 
for our work amougnt the women. 
The latervlew lasted an hour and 
twenty mlnulea, hut it was so en- 
grossing that It passed like a dream. 
Tlio kind letter and contribution 
which I have since received, convince 
me that more than a trauisltory im- 
pression was made upon the minds of 
their Royal HighiieBscs," 

Ot not less interest was the subjert 
which came nexl, and upon whirh all 
were eager to hear Tho Op^pral's 
opinion — the Report of the Poor-I..aiv 
CommlBslon. Nearly twenty years 
ago The Qeneral's memorable btmk. 
"In Darkeat England, and the Way 
Out," burst upon the public m'nd with 
appalling revelations ot, aa well as 
new hope for, the submerged and 
criminal clasBea. This tact was tnen- 
tlonodi'^ad tent plciuancy to the re-

think, excellent," observed onr Lead- 
er, "and the clianges proposed hi the 
adminlstratiim ol the Poor Law are 
admirable. I have not, of course, 
studied It closely, but from a pemsal 
of the principal recommendations, I 
cannot hut feel gratified by tbe fact 
tliat they seem to have embodied 
nearly ai| the proposals which I ven- 
tured to lay before the Commission is 
a memorandum which I especially pre- 
pared for their use. 
Classification cf the Poor. 

"In that memorandum I recommend- 
ed, among other things, a new classi- 
fication, dividing the classes requiring 
assistance, koto four distinct sectltms. 
You must' classify. I submitted to the 
Commission thai the four classes 
were; (I) The destitute and those in- 
capacitated Ibrough no fault of their 
own; <2) tfaczc who arc destitute 
tlii-ough misconduct, such as vagrants, 
criminals, and confinued inebriates; 
(.3) tbe imempioyed who are deceat 
and respectable- and (4) the children. 
■This new classification would In- 
volve the abolitinn of tbe prfsent 
workhouse system and the se'tlng up 
of fresh machiaeiT- With regard to 
the uneiitjiioyable who are destitute 
through misconduct, 1 propose com- 
pulsory detenlitm colonies, and ialHiur 
colonics of more vulimlar; character 
for those who are not actually imesD- 
ployafaie. Decent unemployed men 
who are wiiiiag lo v.^i:t^ most l>o pro- 
vided wltb work as far as possible. 

"Different localities In times of de- 
pression should make local work, ts 
far as they can that Is, of Tslue, the 
men to be paid According to tJse wortii 
of the'r iatvour. There are Tarifras 
forms of afforeftatloa which I should 
like to see tried. At any rate. The 
Salvation Army is perfectly prepared 
to make the ei(;eriment for tbe Gov- 
ernment, and s«« how far it casi be ac- 
compllshed with success. I think iliat 
both emigration and coionisaHon can 
be conducted in snch a manner as to 
be iTJcoslly. There are portions of tJie 
Empire which need scltlcrs. Tlie 
Unlfm Jack floats over them. Wliy 
not trsjsfer the suqilus populaiien to 
them?" 

"However," he proc«>.J*3, "I icptai^ 
the fact that so little reference la 
made to the moral sepects of the prob- 
lems dealt with by tbe Commissleaers. 
But, perhaps. I bad no r^ibt to especl 
more. And ye* hosr can we reform 
without moral Influence, or. ss I 
shcmld prefer to say, DIvlLie IntlQence? 
And if you don't reform. H ts rD<^ mncli 
use yonr relieving Tl^e great danger 
lies In the maiiufact^ire of jpssaperfsm. 
which you are aftd^rtraiids Is^tais^l to re- 
ilere,

"The majority report," continued 
The General, "Is more wlthls the lim- 
its ot possibility, i am an opporton- 
lEt in that resjiect, and would take 
what I can get. But everything tuias 
upon the ttuestion which most Inter- 
ested the Prince of Wales. Can tbess 
people, the vagrants, be regenerated? 
I say that very many of them can aoA 
are — by The Salvation Arniyi" 

Of the principle of classincation In 
dealing with tbe problems of the des- 
titnte itoor. The General gave his 
hearty approval, and added, with re- 
gard to the destitute through their 
own misconduct, he had proposed com- 
pulsory detention In colonies. 

"As to children,'- he added, "I prt>- 
posed amendment in the law w-itU 
respect to unmarried mothers, mora 
humane towards them, and I suggest 
ed the Instruction of ail children de- 
pendent upon the conunuufty. In soma 
trade of value to the community, and 
that their education generally should 
be less bookish and more practicaL" 
An Island Retreat. ^ ; 

Coming to plans for tbe future. The 
General grew eager and enthusiastic 
as be explained bis proposals for com- 
batbig' drunkenness. His Idea is to 
make a desperate effort for the re- 
clamaL'on of dnmkards on the lines 
of Army experinieiiis in New Zealand. 
The Covep.iniPnt of tbct DomlnioHi 
have purchased au island as a retreat 
for drunken men. and a mitch larger 
Island for drunken women. The Army, 
will manage both islands and provide 
the men and women with useful w^orlt 
In 'he hope of wvloimtng tbeth. ' — 

Referring to his Eightieth birthday. 
The General humorously remarked 
that "perhaps some millionaire may, 
make me a birthday gift that will help 
me to tbe results I am aiming at. JC 
am also going to make an appeal for 
2,000 new Cadets, 1,00 men and 1,000 
■wnmes, all ronsd the world, who will 
conseciale their lives to the carrjios 
ooi of The Army's work."
